The following circular has been addressed 
»o many individual* in the Suite, but is direct- 
ed to he published fur more general informa¬ 
tion, and that its apjieal may reach a greater 
number of hearts. 

Dear Sir:— 

You are aware that the cause of American 
Liberty, commenced in 1776, and now so aus¬ 
piciously revived, can lie made triumphant 
only by the use of the appropriate means.— 
It enu be effected only by a public opinion 
thoroughly informed and aroused to vigorous, 
uncompromising energy, acting itself out in 
every form of effective resistance to slavery. 
Without this no measures can be successful 
with it, success is certain. This work, diffi¬ 
cult as it is sublime, and philanthropic; and 
intimately connected as it is with the freedom 
of the world, by the blessing of God, we are 
bound to accomplish, by emancipating the 
thrae millions of our countrymen in chains. 

Our means are, the voice and the press; 
ami for the efficient employment of these there 
must be systematic, permanent support. This 
cause can no more bo carried on without it 
than the other benevolent objects of the age. 
But in this State the “sinews of war” have 
been so deficient as to retard-essentially our 
progress. 

At the Stnto Anti-Slavery Anniversaries, 
held at Hallovvell, January, 1846, this whole 
subject was fully considered, and the follow¬ 
ing plan Was proposed, and adopted w ith 
union and energy. Its object is, by means of 
the annual memberships to lay the basis on 
which a committee may proceed safely and 
efficiently, expecting by the expenditure of 
that sum to obtain by donations ami contribu¬ 
tions as much more. The princippl design is 
to place able lecturers in the field to carry the 
claims of the cause to the people. 

The sum requisite is low, but sufficient if 
extensively paid, to carry on the caOse, while 
it places the privilege of membership within 
the reach of thousands. About one hundred, 
and fifty united at the formation of the socie¬ 
ty—many subscribing for their whole families. 
Women join ns cheerfully as men, and they 
are expected so to do. One thousand members 
to this new State Society are expected iu a 
few months, and this would give our glorious 
cause a powerful impulse. The design will 
be to promote the moral and religious as well 
as political departments of the cause.

W T bereas we believe that, in prosecuting 
the great warfare which we have commenced 
against American Slavery, and in favor of the 
equal rights of man, we need an organization 
more adapted than any we uow have, to the 
condition, and more efficient to meet the 
wants of this State, we do hereby agree to 
form ourselves into a Society to be governed 
by the following 

CONSTITUTION. 

Art. t. This Society shall be called the 
Maine Liberty Association. 

Art. ii. The general object of this Asso¬ 
ciation shall be to awaken a public sentiment 
throughout this State that shall be opposed to 
slavery, and that sbali lead the people to do 
all that is lawfully iu their power, hy moral 
and political action, for its abolilmu. This 
Society will seek to effect this object by appeal¬ 
ing to the consciences, hearts, and interests of 
the people, through the instrumentality of 
agents, by printing and circulating documents, 
ami by any other measures that may be thought 
proper. 

Art. in. Any person may become a mein- 


ofone dollar, and shall [ 
s meetings, and to're- 


be issued. By paying ten dollars at one time 
any person may become a member for life. 

Art. iv. The officers of the Association 
shall be a President, Secretary and Treasur¬ 
er, who with live other persons, shall consti¬ 
tute an Executive Committee. 

Art. v. The several officers shall perform 
the duties which are usually performed by 
such officers. 

, Art. vi. It shall be the duty of this Com¬ 
mittee to adopt the most energetic measures 
in their power to advance the object of this 
society,—they shall make arrangements for 
all meetings of this Association, appointing 
time and pluee, and giving notice thereof,— 
they shall examine all accounts, and direct 
the Treasurer iu the application ofall monies, 
and make a written report of their doings ut 
the annual meeting. 

Art. vii. The unnnul mcoting of this As¬ 
sociation shall be held in January ofeucb 
yeur, when the Officers shall be chosen, and 
such other business transacted us shall be 
deemed expedient. 

Aht. vim. The Constitution may be 
amended at any annual meeting of this Asso¬ 
ciation by a vote of two thirds of the members 
present. 

The Constitution, reported by a Committee 
appointed for that purpose, wus adopted and 
signed by a lurge number of persons, and the 
organization of the the Society completed by 
ffie election of its officers. 

The assurance of substantial ami perma¬ 
nent usefulness which is now afforded to the 
friends of the friendless and oppressed, will 
no doubt secure to this Association donations 
of sums much larger than a simple member¬ 
ship. The wealthy and benevolent will not 
wish to forfeit the blessedness of “him that ro- 
tnetnbereth the poor.” 

Tho committee rely on you, dear sir, to 
circulate this constitution immediately inyuur 
town,—procure ns many names v\ ith pay down 
as possible, anil transmit without delay to the 
Treasurer, so that the Committee may know 
that they will be justified in placing laborers 
ill the held immediately.

The next two miles, with a grade

The most objectionable feature of the lower 
Hute is the broken character of the ground in 
the Cathnnce Valley for three or four miles, 
making this part of the route soinew lint ex¬ 
pensive. This, however, is more than coun¬ 
terbalanced by the conveniences which are 
afforded for crossing the Androscoggin nt The 
Narrows, and the very favorable character of

In 
making a definite location of the road for the 
purpose of putting it under contract, some 
slight variations will undoubtedly he expedi¬ 
ent. This is more particularly the case iu the 
villages, especially Brunswick, Gardiner and 
Hallo well; nor am I quite satisfied as to the 
proper point nt which to fix the terminus in 
Augusta. With these exceptions, the line 
nny he considered ns approximately settled 
for an ultimate location. And the instrumen¬ 
tal work under Mr. Appleton, has been done 
with a degree of skill and particularity which 
should, I urn satisfied, give us greut confidence 
iu tho results. 

Tho surveys commenced at Portland, 
the southerly side of tho Back Bay, nearly 
opposite to the Exchange, ami passed near 
the rope wulks, to the vicinity of T ukey’s 
Bridge.

spring. Besides this, there is smite uncer¬ 
tainty us to tho practicability of obtaining 
adequate foundations for the piers of a sus¬ 
pension bridge, within it reasonable expeuse, 
at the point of crossing ubove the Falls. T he 
bottom is uncertain. It would probably he 
necessary to build coffer dums, aud pump out 
the areas enclosed, to enable us to lay the 
foundations of the piers in a substantial man¬ 
ner. T his would he expensive under the 
most favorable circumstances, ami uuy esti¬ 
mate oftlie cost would be somewhat uncer¬ 
tain. The piers would be required to he 60 
feet in breadth at tho siirfuco of the water, 
measuring up and down the river; und the 
sides should have n strong batter; so that 
these piers, w ith their foundations, will con¬ 
tain u large Amount of masonry; and this ma¬ 
sonry must bo of the bust kind, und expensive 
of course. 

At the Narrows, tho bridges ill both in¬ 
stances, will linvo their abutments directly oil 
the ledge which makes the bank uf the river, 
iu no cuse much below the suface of foi water 
iu ordinary states of thu river. T his will be 
a grout saving in the cost of construction, and 
there will be no dutiger oftlie masonry giving 
way and letting down the bridge. 

3. A third mason in favor of tho lower 
route, is, that it accommodates, more directly 
lhalt the other, the several towns along the 
line, including oven Topsham, as it seem* to 
me,—and inukes un easier notmauulcntion be¬ 
tween the towns on the Kennebec River, and 
thu port of Bath.
